At Inaugural 


WASHINGTON (AP> — The 
same group that sponsored anti­ 
war demonstrations during the 
Democratic 
National 
Conven­ 
tion is Chicago says it will stage 
three days of “counter-inaugu­ 
ral” protests during Richard M. 
Nixon’s inauguration festivities. 
The 
National 
Mobilization 
Committee to End the War in 
Vietnam is organizing the dem­ 
onstration and seeking parade 
and rally permits to accommo­ 
date as many as IO OOO persons. 
But “there is no plan for civil 
disobedience,’’ said Mobilization 
Coordinator Rennie Davis. The 
28-vear-old Davis, advance man 
for the committee here as he 
was in Chicago, told an inter* 
viewer: 
“We do not intend in any way 
to disrupt any official ceremo­ 
nies or inauguration activities. 
“We are very clear about not 
wanting any physical confronta­ 
tion with police.” 
The Chicago protests resulted 
in bloody street fighting be­ 
tween police and demonstrators. 
The Mobilization's plane call 
tor a “Counter-Inaugural Pa­ 
rade” on Sunday, Jan. 19, the 
day before the inauguration.

The year 1968 tras one of enormous growth 
in the Delta County area. 
The year. in fact, seemed to mark a break­ 
point in time between an older orc'er of society 
and especially business here, and a new period 
in which m any things are changed and point to 
a different future. 
The demographers have been forecasting an 
Vpper Peninsula of diminishing population. This 
appears an unlikely prospect for the Escanaba 
area, at least, with the outmigration of popula­ 
tion increase slowed if not stopped and the local 
economy building to support a larger work force.

The year had its most dramatic evidences 
of growth in the three major industrial expansion 
projects in Escanaba: 
1. A $56.6 million first phase project in a 
three phase expansion of the Escanaba Paper 
Co. mill of Mead Corp., adding a third paper ma­ 
chine and increasing the mill’s annual capacity 
from 85.000 tons to 185.000 tons of paper. 
2. A $16 million new Escanaba Ore Terminal 
of the Chicago & North 
Western Railway to 
create an ore storage yard and conveyor system 
and new conveyor type dock to load lake vessels 
with ore. The terminal will receive ore from U.P. 
mines all year and ship it during the navigation 
season, which is now* 9 months long and seem­ 
ingly headed toward all-year operation. 
3. A more than $3 million project which will 
double the size of the Construction Equipment 
Division plant of Hamisohfeger Corp. in Esca­ 
naba and triple its productive capacity. This is 
the largest potential job maker of the industrial 
projects.

All three projects are unique in U. P. indus­ 
trial financing in that they have been partner­ 
ship deals involving local government and private 
industry. The City of Escanaba is financing the 
housing for the Harnisch fearer addition on a 
lease-purchase plan which gives P & H eventual 
ownership of the facilities. 
Cornell Township sponsored the state in­ 
dustrial revenue bonds to finance the Mead Corp. 
mill, with Escanaba Paper Co. underwriting, 
and the City of Escanaba issued the state in­ 
dustrial revenue bonds for the North Western 
Railway ore terminal project 
The transportation industry gain in the ore 
terminal had a companion in the development of 
Escanaba Area Airport for handling of jet air­ 
liners and the construction of a new airport ter­ 
minal building which will be opened to usage in 
the spring when 
the runway 
extension and 
aprons and taxiways are paved. Tile development 
will make the Escanaba Area eligible for jet ser­ 
vice, which will come. North Central Airlines has 
said, as soon as the Marquette County Airport 
also is ready for the bigger planes.

Educationally the year was one of enormous 
progress.

bi uke 
ground for its new campus and awarded the con­ 
struction contract for its first building. 
Escanaba Area School District voted 4.5 
mills for school operation to solve a financial 
dilemma of the district on the sixth attempt. 
Big Bay de Noc School District got approval 
of bonds for the construction of a new consoli­ 
dated school for the new four township district 
near Garden Comers. Temporarily stym ied bv 
state financial red tape, the project is expected 
to reach construction stage in 1969.

Delta County and the other counties of 
Michigan got new county boards of supervisors 
to conform with the U. S. Supreme Court’s one 
man, one vote dictum. The new supervisors — 
only 5 for Delta — are elected from population 
districts of equal size and the new board has an 
area orientation lacking for the last century in 
the board composed of representatives of town­ 
ships and municipalities. The new' board is also 
politically partisan, elected on Democratic and 
Republican party tickets, with the Democrats in 
majority. 
The board change in Delta caused no 
public jubilation at one man. one vote but rather 
a more progressive rush by the Democrats than 
by the Republicans to take over the new board. 
It still is stymied by archaic laws that keep the 
old structure of county government with its au­ 
tonomous departments and make it impossible 
to institute effective home rule and business 
management.

Escanaba made strides in housing for both 
extended care of medical patients and of the el­ 
derly with two construction projects. Next goal: 
housing for low income families. 
Escanaba made an impressive start on pro­ 
viding off-street parking in the heart of its re­ 
tailing district through 
cooperation 
of mer­ 
chants, landlords and the city government. 
And approval of the $335 million Michigan 
pure water bonding sets up Escanaba and Glad­ 
stone for state aid in multi-million dollar sewer­ 
age projects in the near future.

All-in-all it was a 
year of tremendous 
growth economically and educationally. There’s 
no clear showing that we gained comparably in 
matters of the spirit, that we deepened our de­ 
m ocracy. conquered our racism or otherwise in­ 
creased our nobility, but hopefully the enlarged 
means for a good life materially will also en­ 
hance its spirtualit.v. The Catholic Diocese at 
Marquette sponsored its first diocesan drive for 
funds in its 115 year history and topped a goal 
of $750,000. It was an earnest of that faith’s 
backstopping of belief with cash in a time of 
very unsettled conditions in the church, as in the 
leat of the world.

Th* three lawsuits, all now 
before Oakland County Circuit 
Judge Arthur E. Moore, charge 
the 1967 arbitration law violates 
constitutional provisions giving 
local units control over roads 
and streets under their jurisdic­ 
tions.

Kids and skiers love it. But 
for the average ‘homeowner, 
snow means drudgery. 
Power-driven snow removal 
equipment 
has 
been 
taking 
much of the backache out of 
the job of recent years. Snow 
shovels ere starting to go the 
way of the nonpowered lawn 
mower. 
Snow throwers (or blowers) 
are now available in all shapes 
and sizes and in a wide vari­ 
ety of prices. Prices start un­ 
der $100 and go up past $500. 
Most of the big brand names in 
power equipment ere repres­ 
ented. 


In the past few years de­ 
signs have been improved to 
make the equipment easier to 
use 
and 
more 
dependable. 
Winterized engines have taken 
care of most of the starting 
problems. On some units you 
can add an electric starter, al­ 
lowing you to ignore low tem­ 
peratures altogether. 
There are blowers that are 
available as accessory units on 
the front of a power unit. 
Consider this sort of setup if 
you are interested in other 
accessories for mowing, plow­ 
ing, cultivating, etc. 
Big advantage of the snow 
blower over the older snow 
plow is that instead of just 
pushing 
the 
snow 
aside, 
it 
lofts the snow 20 to 30 feet 
away. The snow is thrown to 
either side of the machine. 
Since the wind direction can 
affect this feature, make cer­ 
tain that the unit you buy has 
an adjustable discharge chute 
so that you can vary direction 
and angle. 
As you go through the doz­ 
ens of units available at your 
dealer’s 
you 
will 
encounter 
certain features that may or 
may not interest you, terms 
that may not be clear. 
The 
smaller 
and 
lighter 
units are generally referred to 
as single-stage. The spiral au­ 
ger or fan which picks up the 
snow 
and 
chews it up also 
tosses it out. 
In a two-stage 
unit there is another fan or 
impeller that tosses the snow 
after the first blade has picked 
it up. This is a feature of the 
larger and heavier machines. 
Major breakdown of snow 
blowers will be in the two 
categories 
of 
push-type 
or 
self-propelled. 
In 
the 
first 
you provide the push while 
the unit throws the snow. In 
the second power is supplied 
to the wheels so that you just 
guide it. 
Simplest of the push types 
is 
the 
small power 
shovel, 
selling for around a hundred 
dollars, 
handy 
for 
cleaning 
the sidewalk and a short drive­ 
way. 
How big a unit depends on 
how much snow you have to 
remove. A long, wide drive 
and lots of sidewalk will re­ 
quire a heavy unit. 
Make 
certain you have room to store 
the size unit you buy. 
If the unit is self-propelled, 
consider 
one 
that 
you 
can 
reverse. It will be a lot easier 
than pulling it out of a drift. 
There should be a separate 
clutch so that you can elim­ 
inate 
power to 
the 
wheels 
while the blades keep going 
or the other way around. 
See that all controls 
are 
easily accessible. Will you be 
able to handle them in cold 
weather with gloves on? Shop 
around. Compare features and 
quality. Cor,sider the import­ 
ance of obtaining parts and 
service.

Office Designed 
To Give Motorist 
His License Back 
LANSING YAP) — The secre­ 
tary af state's office, which de­ 
votes a good deal of effort to 
taking drivers off tile road, has 
opened 
an office in 
Detroit 
designed to give some motorists 
their licenses back. 
Secretary Jame-s Hare said 
the new project is the first of 
its kind in the nation. 
"It isn’t designed to help bad 
drivers, those under suspensions 
or revocations or other law vio­ 
lators," Hare said. "It has a 
single purpose—that of helping 
‘in trouble’ drivers who should 
possess valid license? but do net 
know how to proceed under the 
law." 
These include persons who are 
illiterate in English, who failed 
driving tests once or who once 
lost their licenses and are now 
eligible for reinstatement. 
Hare said there are hundreds 
of such persons in Michigan. 
"Often these are good drivers," 
he added. ‘There is no reason 
in the world why they should not 
have licenses." 
The pilot counseling center 
will be open only two days a 
month and 
will handle only 
cases referred to it by Detroit 
Recorder’s Court. Hare said. If 
successful, he added, it may be 
expanded to other types of re­ 
ferrals and other areas otf the 
state.
